WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 — The 
Democratic victories in New York 
by substantial majorities were 
welcomed here today by top 
party officials as an indorsement 
of the Truman “Fair Deal” pro- 
gram. They are expected to have 
a profound effect on the next s&es- 
sion of Congress, on the 1950 cun- 
gressional elections and perhaps 
on the 1952 presidential campaign. 

The only consolation the Repub- 
licans had* was the re-election of 


Republican Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll 
in New Jersey over State Senator | 


Elmer H. Wene, protege of Boss_

In New York Republican Sena- | 
tor John.Foster Dulles vigorously | 
campaigned against the “welfare | 
state” of President Truman andj} 
lost to former Democratic Gov. | 
Herbert H. Lehman, who in 1946 | 
had been beaten by Senator Irving | 
Ives by a Margin of 251,000. Yes- 
terday Lehman won the seat for- 
merly held by Democratic Sena- | 
tor Robert F. Wagner by a margin | 
estimated at about 210,000, 

This was a turnover of almost 
a half million votes in a state 
that has large urban and rural 
populations, and Democrats in- 
terpreted the Lehman victory as 
a-large sample of what is hap- 
pening throughout the country. | 

Furthermore, the ‘victory of | 
Democratic Mayor William) 
O'Dwyer in New York City over 
Newbold Morris, Republican-Lib- | 
eral and Fusion candidate, by 
more than 300,000 votes was taken 
to mean that the Democrats re-| 
tained their hold over the city 
voters. In upstate New York 
there were Democratic wins in 
such large cities as Albany, Syra- 
cuse, Binghamton and Rome, | 
while ‘the Republicans had to be. 
content with the re-election of a/| 
Republican administration in Buf- 
falo and victories in Glens Falls, 
Lockport and Ogdensburg. 

There was an upset in Republi- 
can Philadelphia where the voters 
threw out four city officials who 
had won four years ago by majori- 
ties between 70,000 and 80,000. 

Victory in California. 

Across the country in San Fran- 
cisco, the Democrats elected Dem- 
ocratic John F. Shelley, president 
of the California American Feder- 
ation of Labor, to the seat in 
the House of Representatives held 
by the late Richard J. Welch, 
who had enjoyed both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic nominations. 
This victory was not as impressive 
as the Eastern contests because 
Welch, although he sat with Re- 
publicans, voted more often than 
not with the Democrats. 

Shelley, a former State Sena- 
tor defeated Republican Lloyd 
J. Cosgrove, an attorney, and 
Charles R. Garry. independent. His 
victory gives California 12 Repub- 
licans and 11 Democrats in the

Fight by 205,000 — 


Democrats Win State 
Appeals Judgeship by 
440,000. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9 (AP)—New 
York State’s 5,000,000 voters gave 
a thumping verdict of approval to 
President Truman’s “fair deal” 
yesterday in electing former Gov. 
Herbert H. Lehman to a United 
States Senate seat. 

The Empire State electorate, 
representing a tenth of the na- 
tion’s population, made it a joyous 
day for the Democrats by handing 
them handsome victories in the 
New York City mayoral battle 
and several other contests as well 
as in the nationally-watched Sen- 
ate contest. 

The Tl-year-old Lehman, once 
called “my good right arm” by the 
late President Roosevelt, unseated 
Republican Senator John Foster 
Dulles by about 205,000. This was 
his lead with most of the vote in, 

Lehman had Liberal party as 
well as Democratic support. All 
branches of organized labor 
worked hard for him in the cam- 
paign; the results were obvious 


in the returns from industrial 
areas. He is pledged to work for 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley, law. 
Setbacks for Dewey. 
President Truman, who made & 
radio talk for Lehman and sent 
his top lieutenants here to cam- 
paign for him, hailed the election 
outcome as having “a decided ef- 
fect on elections of 195C”’ when 
the full membership of the House 
of Representatives will be chosen 
as well as one third of the Senate. 
Dulles’s defeat also Was a set- 
back for Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, 
titular head of the Republican

AY VICTORY OMEN 


FOR DEMOCRATS 


Reads Returns Aloud at 
Democratic Dinner, 
Predicts Increased Sen- 
timent in Congress for 
His Legislation. .

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP)— 
President Truman welcomed Tues- 
day’s election resuits as an in- 
dorsement of his Fair Deal pro- 
gram and an omen of Democratic 
victory in 1950. 

The President, jubilantly reading 
election returns to 400 cheering 
Democrats at a dinner last night, 
said the results in New York “will 
have a very decided effect on the 
elections in 1950.” The people then 
elect all members of the 
House and one-third of the Senate. 

Truman saw in the returns, also, 
a powerful stimulus on Congress 
to enact the unfinished portion of 


‘his legislative program. 


“The Memocratic platform set 
out certain things which it is our 
duty to try to accomplish,” he told 
the Women’s National Democratic 
Club of Washington in an “off 
the cuff” talk. 

“T want to say to you that the 
first session of the Eighty-first 
Congress did a remarkable job, 
and the second session of the 
EKighty-first Congress is going to 
do a better one as a result of these 
elections today.” 

Reads Returns Aloud. 

The President was an irrepres- 
sible guest of honor. With every 
dinner course he bounced to his 
feet with a broad grin, rapped on 
the microphone for attention, and 
read the latest election returns. 
Each report raised new cheers 
and applause from the crowd of 
cabinet officers, party leaders and 
club members. ' 

Fairly early in the vote-counting 
of New York's senatorifl race 
Truman said that: “Here's the 
latest in the Lehman-Dulles fiasco. 
And it will be a fiasco when 
Lehman gets through with him. 

The count then, as he reported 
it, was 317,007 for Republican in- 
cumbent John Foster Dulles and 
393.007 for Former Gov, Herbert 
H. Lehman. A few minutes later 
he drew more cheers with an an- 
nouncement that the New York 
Times and New York Daily News, 
“both Dulles supporters, concede 
to Lehman and (Mayor William) 
O'Dwyer.” 

Harbinger of 1950. 

He read returns indicating Dem- 
ocratic victories in Mayoralty 
races in Syracuse, Binghampton 
and Geneva, N.Y., and in Louis- 
ville, Ky., and started his speech 
with the words: “It certainly 1s 
a most happy evening.” He went 
on: 
“T am exceedingly happy, if the 
New York Times and New York 
Daily News are correct, that we 
have won a victory in New York— 
which will have a very decided 
effect on the elections in 1950. 

“When we win that sort of vic- 
tory in a year such as this, we 
assume a much greater responsi- 


o bility from now on than we have 


had in the past year.” 

He referred repeatedly to the 
Democrats as “the party of the 
people.” He predicted it will 
achieve its “two great objectives, 
. . . the welfare and prosperity 
of the United States of America, 
and the welfare and prosperity of 
the world as a whole.” 

Nation’s Duty to World, 

Among the party notables pres- 
ent was Mrs. Woodrow Wilson. 
She listened intently as Truman 
made a bid for support of his 
foreign policy: 

“Back in 1918—1917 and 1918— 
the great President, Woodrow Wil- 
son, had a vision of a world asso- 
ciation of nations that would 
spend its time working out the 
differences between nations to 
keep peace in the world. 

“His own country dia not sup- 
port him in that, and we had to 
fight another world war as a re- 
sult of that situation, to find out 


HIGH-RATE LOAN 

BILL AGAIN LOSES 
AS LEGISLATORS 
TELL OF OFFERS 


House Beats Measure for 
Sixth Time — Members 
Disclose Efforts to In- 
fluence Votes Through 
‘Fees.’

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 9 — 
The small-loan lobby took another 
beating last night in the Missouri 
House, which again defeated a 
high interest rate “compromise.” 
It was a stormy session in which 
two lawyer members disclosed 
they had been offered legal busi- 
ness from loan sources if they 
would drop their opposition to the 
lenders’ bill. 

Charges were made on the floor 
of the House that at least three 
House members had been ap- 
proached this session and told that 
if the lenders’ bill were passed 
guarantees would be made to each

The House for the sixth time 
this session rejected high interest 


rate demands of the money lend-| 


ers by again refusing to adopt a 

Senate-House conference commit- 

tee “compromise” proposing loan 

interest rates estimated from 25.2 

per cent to 30.2 per cent a year. 
Fails by Nine Votes. 

The conference report failed of 
adoption after a bitter five-hour 
fight which ended about 7 o’clock 
last night. The vote was 69 ayes to 
60 noes. The favorable vote was 
nine short of the 78 required for 
adoption. 

This defeat followed preliminary 
successes of the loan lobby and its 
supporters yesterday in suspend- 
ing the House rules and reconsid- 
ering the vote by which the House 
defeated the same conference re- 
port last Oct. 18. 

The loan lobby, which never 
gives up, is expected to make an- 
other try at adoption of the high 
rate proposal. One supporter of 
the report changed his vote, when 
it was evident the proposal was 
beaten, to be in a position to move 
for another reconsideration. 


$1000 a Year for Votes. 

Representatives Richard M. 
Webster (Rep.), Carthage, and 
Elvis A. Mooney (Dem.), Bloom- 
field, lawyers and both active op- 
ponents of the high rate loan leg- 
islation, disclosed they had been 
approached by loan company rep- 
resentatives with suggestions of 
law siness to be available if 
the Cruce-Snyder bill, the original 
bill of the lenders, with a 27 per 
cent top rate, were passed. 

Webster told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter a representative of the 
small-loan lobby talked to him in 
Jefferson City last February about 
the pending small loan legislation. 
Webster declined to disclose the 
name of the loan lobbyist. 

“After he became convinced that 
I was opposed to the bill,” Web- 
ster said, “he said he hated to see 
me against the bill, because ‘the 
boys’ say you can be assured of 
$1000 of legal business each year 
for four years, if the bill passes.

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CAA TAKES CHARGE OF ALL 
MILITARY PLANE FLIGHTS 


New Safety Measure Announced After An- 
other Airliner Pilot Reports Near- 
Collision Over Washington.

A civilian government agency took 
over air control of military planes 
as a safety measure today, hard 
on the heels of an airline pilot’s 
report that he had almost collided 
with a B-25 bomber over National 
Airport here. 

The Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration announced the new safety 
move last night, a short time after 
disclosure of the near-collision be- 
tween an Eastern Airlines Con- 
stellation and an instrument-fly- 
ing Air Force plane. The airliner 
was carrying 54 persons on a 
flight to Miami. 

The CAA did not relate its an- 
nouncement to the airliner-bomb- 
er incident. It said the new regu- 
lation resulted from safety dis- 


cussions with Air Force and Navy 
officials which started several 
weeks ago. 

There has been heavy pressure 
on civilian and military aviation 
authorities to take new measures 
toward greater safety in the air. 
In the last 14 months, all fatali- 
ties suffered by passengers on do- 
mestic airlines have resulted from 
aerial collisions. 

National airport was the scene 
of the collision last week of an 
Eastern Airlines DC-4 and a Boli- 
vian P-38 fighter, in which 55 per- 
sons lost their lives. 

The CAA said the new move, 


Heretofore, Air Force and Navy 
planes have been able to fly along 
civil airways in clear weather 
without the knowledge or approval 


came under its jurisdiction when 
ceilings were low or visibility lim- 
ited. 

Now, at the suggestion of an 
Air Force official, the CAA will 
control all airways traffic in all 
weather. 

The narrow escape reported by 
Eastern Airlines Capt. J. R. Rich- 
ardson caused the Air Force to 
clamp down on all simulated in- 
strument flying in the Washing- 
ton area, pending an investigation.

CHICAGO, Nov. 9 (AP)— 
John L. Lewis told his 380,000 
striking soft-coal miners to- 
day to go back to work until 
Nov. 30, pending further ef- 
forts to reach a _ contract 


agreement in the industry. 


The back-to-work order came 
immediately after a meeting of 
the United Mine Workers’ 200-man 
policy committee. 

It was termed by Lewis “an act 
of good faith designed to con- 
tribute to public convenience.” 

Hints at Resumption, 

He hinted at resumption of the 
strike after Nov. 30 if a settle- 
ment with operators is not 
reached. 

But, Lewis said, in suspending 
the 52-day strike “the United Mine 
Workers will again make another 
contribution of major magnitude 
to enhance the remote possibility 
of agreement being reached.” 

The miners will go back to 
work, he said, under terms of the 
UMW contract which expired July 
1, this year. 

The back-to-work order was the 
most sweeping reversal of the 
union’s traditional “no contract, 
no work” policy to date. The first 
step in this direction was taken 
last summer when the miners 
were permitted to work three days 
a week after expiration of their 


contract. 
Steel Peace as Factor. 


(The United Press reported that 
observers, speculating on Lewis's 
sudden back-to-work order, said 
one factor may be that he fore- 
sees an early and complete settle- 
ment of the steel strike, The steel 
companies, resuming production, 
would consume some ofthe coal 
above ground between now and 
Nov. 30, the new deadline, and 
hence Lewis may figure that a 
later strike would be more effec. 
tive. When the present strike be- 
gan, coal supplies above ground 
were the highest in history.) 

Late this afternoon Youngstown 
Sheet & Tube Co. signed a strike- 
ending agreement with the CIO 
United Steel Workers calling for 
$100-a-month pensions. 

Youngstown Sheet & Tube has 
20,000 workers and is the fifth 
largest producer in the industry. 

Washington officialdom won- 
dered why a coal strike truce 
would “enhance” chances for a 
new coal contract. It was known 
that the Government was consid- 
ering setting up a fact-finding 
board empowered to suggest settle- 
ment terms to Lewis’s pay-welfare 
demands. 

A condition to establishing any 
such fact-finding board outside 
the scope of the Taft-Hartley law’s 
provisions, like the one President 
Truman named in the steel pen- 
sion dispute, would be that Lewis 
send his men back to work. 

Thus the order for the miners to 
go back to work until Nov. 30 may 
be a prelude to White House 
action naming a coal fact board. 
But Lewis may have called off 
the strike merely because his men 
and their families were going 
hungry ,because of their long idle- 
ness. 

Meeting Called Tomorrow. 

(Informed sources interpreted 
Lewis’s action as “beating the Ad- 
ministration to the -Punch,” the 
United Press said. Federal Media- 
tion Director Cyrus S. Ching had 
summoned Lewis and the soft- 
coal operators to a meeting in 
Washington tomorrow in an at- 
tempt to end the walkout. If that 
meeting failed, President Truman 
could be expected to act. Observ- 
ers said that when Lewis orders 
the miners back to work he is 
free to call them out again. But 
he would be hampered in a strike

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 9 (AP)— 
Republican Gov. Alfred E. Dris- 
coll scored a resouding re-election 
victory yesterday and ended the 
turbulent political career of Dem- 


ocratic boss Frank (I Am the 
Law) Hague. 

Driscoll, first New Jersey Gov- 
ernor to succeed himself, rolled 
up a plurality of nearly 78,000 
in defeating his Democratic op- 
ponent, Elmer H. Wene. 

Wene, a nationally-known chick 
breeder, conceded his loss shortly 
before 1 a.m. today. A few rmgin- 
utes later the 73-year-old Hague, 
who had backed the former Con- 

essman in a comeback try, said 

was “stepping aside” as state 
Democratic leader. 

Hague, whose once-powerful ma- 
chine has been on the downgrade, 
added that he was ready to quit 
as vice chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. 

Driscoll 1952 Contender. 

Unofficial returns stamped him 
as a leading contender for the 
1952 G.O.P. Presidential nomina- 
tion. 

Unofficial returns from 3714 of 
the state’s 3718 election districts 
gave Driscoll 881,929 votes to 803,- 
945 for Wene. 

Still in doubt was a state-wide 
referendum authorizing a $105,000,- 
000 bond issue for a _ veterans’ 
bonus. For 3674 districts the vote 
was 563,386 for, 575,882 against. 

The 47-year-old Driscoll took the 
lead in early returns_and never 
relinquished it. The key to his 
smashing win lay in Hudson 
county, once mighty Democratic 
bastion and home of Hague. 
Upset in Jersey City. 

Driscoll upset Wene in Jersey 
City, the county seat, by some 
18,000 votes. The last time the in- 
dustrial city went Republican was 
in the 1920 Harding landslide. 

In Hudson county, which in the 
Past always produced Democratic 
majorities of from 75,000 to more 
than 100,000, Wene eked out a 
meager 1550 .vote victory. 

Most politicians agreed the stun- 

ning Hudson county results 
stemmed from an _ intra-party 
fight between Hague and Jersey 
City Mayor John V. Kenny. 
. Kenny, a one-time Hague lieu- 
tenant, ousted the Hague regime 
in Jersey City in the municipal 
election last May. Since that time 
the two have been battling for the 
state leadership. 

Kenny avowedly supported the 
57-year-old Wene. Several of his 
aids in pre-election statements, 
however, minimized the Mayor's 
remarks, saying a Wene vote also 
was one for Hague, who once pro- 
claimed he was “the law” in Jersey 
City. 

The remark was made offhand 
in reference to a juvenile delin- 
quency case but Hague’s oppon- 
ents used it to other advantage. 

Hague’s Swan Song. 
- Hague’s political swan song said 
in part: 

“I did everything possible to 
elect a Democratic Governor but 
I have failed. ...In order that the 
Democrats may have an oppor- 
tunity ... to determine what is 
best for the future of the party 
. ..I believe it is fitting to re- 
lieve them of any obligation to 
me, and I am therefore stepping 
aside.” 

Driscoll is the first New Jersey | 
Governor permitted by a new state 
constitution to serve a second con- 
secutive term. He will serve for 
four years. 

The Governor was a slight pre- 
voting favorite. Many neutral ob- 
gervers had predicted a much 
closer vote. 

Wene was supported by a large 
segment of women voters because 
of his stand in favor of legalized 
bingo games. 


FIRST NEGRO ELECTED JUDGE

PITTSBURGH, Pa. Nov. 9%

Incumbent President Has More Than 100,- 
000 - Vote Lead Over Laurel on Nearly 
50 Pct. Unofficial Returns.

MANILA, Nov. 9 (UP)—Presi- 
dent Elpidio Quirino’s margain of 
victory in the race for the Presi- 
dency mounted hourly today after 
the bloodiest election in the his- 
tory of the Philippines. 

With ballots from nearly half 
the precincts counted, unofficially, 
Quirino had 770,458 votes, Na- 
cionalista party candidate Jose 
Laurel, puppet President during 
the Japanese occupation, 655,978, 
and dissident Liberal Jose Avelino, 
207,183. 

Sporadic shootings accounted for 
26 dead and 40 wounded in the 
election. There was an uncon- 
firmed report 78 more members of 
Laurel’s Nacionalista party on 
Mindanao had been killed by Quir- 
ino’s civilian guards. 

Vice Presidency Safe. 

Fernando Lopez, the Vice Presi- 


eral party, was leading his two op- 
ponents by a wide margin and 
seemed assured of winning that 
post. 

Quirion’s Liberal party also 
Placed four Senatorial candidates 
among the top eight to be elected 
along with four from Laurel’s 
Nacionalista party. 

Laurel, accused of being pro- 
Japanese and anti-American, ran 
ahead of Quirino in early returns 
on the basis of a heavy majority 
in Manila. The capital traditionally 
is anti-administration at election 
time. 

Although Laurel won Mayila, he 
apparently began to lose the elec- 
tion when returns started to pour

Although Laurel headed the 
puppet government under the Jap- 
anese, observers explained his 
strong showing against Quirino 
by saying he remained popular 
and was believed to be honest 
and capable despite the accusa- 
tions of collaboration against him. 

Laurel's position was made 
stronger by the fact that all those 
Filipinos accused of collaboration 
were forgiven publicly and pri- 
vately long ago. 

Gained Concessions. 

Laurel's supporters contend that 
he remained with his people in 
their hour of adversity and be- 
came a buffer between them and 
the Japanese. In this way, they 
said, he gained concessions im- 
possible under outright enemy 
rule. 

As an example, they cited the 
fact he was forced to declare war 
against the United States. But he 
won the concession that there 
would be no conscription of Fili- 
pinos, which rendered the declara- 
tion impotent. 

Laurel himself explained that 
he made the best of a bad situa- 
tion for the people and denied he 
was anti-American. He claimed 
he helped the people more by 
staying in Manila than by fleeing 
or getting himself shot for refus- 
ing to obey the Japanese. 

Quirino, 59 years old, was 
elected Vice President in 1946 and 
succeeded to the Presidency on 
the death of President Manuel A. 
Roxas last year. 


CHICAGO TAVERNS 
CLOSE IN ERROR FOR 
ELECTIONS IN EAST 


CHICAGO, Nov. 9 (AP)—Some 
of Chicago’s tavern-keepers seem 
to think they have to close when 
it’s election day anywhere. 
There was no election in Chi- 
cago yesterday, but there were 
elections elsewhere, notably in the 
east. Some Chicago citizens didn't 
feel the eastern balloting should 
inconvenience them in the matter 
of liquid refreshment. 
John Rusch, Board of Elections 
clerk, said “umpteen” persons 
called his office to find out why 
they couldn’t buy a drink. 
He said some tavern-Keepers ap- 
parently closed in the mistaken 
belief that it was the law. 
Tavern-keepers and their cus- 
tomers weren't the only ones con- 
fused. Clerks of the Superior, Cir- 
cuit and County courts discovered 
they had by-passed Nov. 8 on their 
dockets because their calendars 
showed the date in red with the 
words “election day” printed be- 
low.

BOSTON, Nov. 9 \AP)-—Mayor 
James Michael Curley, one of the 
nation’s last  big-citv political 
bosses, will be thrown out of office 
at the end of the year. 

The 74-year-old Curley went 
down to defeat yesterday before 
City Clerk John B. Hynes, who 
was running for elective office for 
the first time. A record turnout 
of 300,000 made the decision. 

The showdown came after a 
fiery campaign that saw Curley 
seeking a fifth term as mayor— 
and vindication from the voters 
after a conviction for mail fraud 
that sent him to jail in 1947. 

The 52-year-old Hynes, who 
started as a minor clerk in Cur- 
ley’s office 29 years ago, became 
“temporary mayor” during — the 
five months Curley was ‘away. 

Hynes shied from running as a 
“reform candidatc’’—but insisted 
that he wanted to “restore decent 
government to Boston.” 

It was a comparatively close 
vote—Hynes 138,790; Curley 126,- 
042. 

While Curley held his usual vot- 
ing strength, Hynes—a veteran of 
both world wars—found strong 
backing from the younger voters. 

Boston mayoral elections are 
non-partisan, and the result hence 
is no indicator of national! political 
trends. Both Curley and Hynes 
are Democrats, both are Catholics, 
both are of Irish ancestry. 

Hynes—so shy that many of 
those who worked with him at 
City Hall for 25 years did not 
know him to speak to—said in a 
victory statement: 

“I am naturally very happy that 
the voters of Boston have elected 
me Mayor. I prefer to think of 
it, however, as a victory for the 
people rather than a victory for 
John Hynes. 

“I have no illusions about the 
job ahead. It will be a difficult 
one. ... I will try to be a good 
Mayor for all the people.” 

During the campaign, the major 
issue was Curley — opponents 
called it “Curleyism.” 

One of President Truman’s Cab- 
inet—Secretary of Labor Maurice 
J. Tobin—jumped in at the last 
minute by openly coming out for 
Hynes. 

Republicans immediately seized 
on his action as an indication of 
a new split in Democratic ranks 
in traditionally Democratic Bos- 
ton, 

Tobin, who twice beat Curley

Jack R. Younger, head of the 
Crime Commission, in a written 
comment on a circuit court grand 
jury report which ‘cited illegal 
gambling and lax law enforcement 
in the area. The grand jury de- 
Clared Miami was becoming a 
“national capital” for criminals. 

Col. Younger said the grand jury 
“put its finger on the one great 
obstacle to law and decency,” but 
law enforcement officers had no 
comment on the jury’s findings. 

Younger said: 

“The growing menace in the 
gangster influence in government 


has been felt in Texas, California, 
Nevada, Illinois, Michigan and 
other states. ... 

“In Dade county the rackets have 
been kept closed while the grand 
jury was in session. During that 
period, however, a serious change 
has come about. The New York- 
Chicago mob has takex over the 
gambling rackets in the entire 
county.” 

The grand jury recommended 
that the Federal Government lend 
a hand in the problem with a “co- 
ordinated investigation of rack- 
eteers and gangsters by federal 
agencies.” 

Assistant United States District 
Attorney Ernest Duhaime in 
Miami rejoined that it was “the 
responsibility of local law enforce- 
ment agencies to protect the peo- 
Ple from gangsters and _ rack- 
eteers.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (UP)— 
Democratic mayors were swept 
into office yesterday in city con-

Mayor Thomas F. Burke, Cleve- 
land Democrat, swept into 
third term in office, defeating 
Franklin Polk, a young Repub- 
lican school board member.

CHUNGKING, Nov. 9 (AP)— 
Chinese Communist forces have 
invaded Szechwan, home province 
of this uneasy Nationalist refugee 
capital, official dispatches report- 
ed today. 


The Reds pushed into Szech- 
wan’s southeastern corner from 
Hunan province, the dispatches 
said, and captured Siushan, 165 air 
miles southeast of Chungking. 

Other Red forces were closing 
in on Szechwan from Shensi on 
the north, Hupeh on the east and 
Kweichow on the south. 

COmmercial air lines said all 
passages for Kunming were 
booked through November. Kun- 
ming, capital of Yunnan province, 
is 400 air miles southwest of 
Chungking. It might be the next 
capital, 

Chungking could be a trap for 
many if a last-minute rush de- 
velops such as that at Canton. 
The proximity of Hong Kong, the 
British colony, made rapid escape 
from Canton easier.

He is reported to have offered 
security guarantees including Ger- 
many’s acceptance of an interna- 
tional authority over the mines 
and mills of the Ruhr industrial 
stronghold. He also is reported to 
have offered co-operation with an 
inter-Allied military security office 
set up to guard against the re- 
armament of Germany. 

French Security a Factor. 
France’s notion of security also 

would require making the Bonn 
government an integral part of a 
unified western Europe—an aim 
which Adenauer is reported to 
share. 

Commenting on the German pro- 
Pposals, a high British spokesman 
said Britain might be willing to 
end the dismantling program in 
exchange for suitable security guar- 
antees from the former enemy 
country. 

This British official emphasized 
that war potential plants such as 
those producing synthetic rubber 
would have to remain on the dis- 
mantling list as one of the s0- 
called forbidden industries. 

American sources close to Ache- 
gon declined to comment. 

There seemed, however, to be a 
strong sentiment in official quar- 
ters in favor of letting the Ger- 
mans re-establish consular and 
commercial representation abroad, 
under Allied supervision.

Had Dulles won, 
Dewey would have been consid- 
ered as the boss of the most 
populous state in the union and 
as such would have had _ in- 
creased prestige in the national 
Republican circles.

The Lehman victory also

foreign policy. Will he be willing 
to continue his collaboration 
with the Truman administration 
on ‘international affairs and will 
the Truman administration want 
him to continue?

|elections a majority of this class 
sided with the Republicans be- 
cause of postwar rationing and 
widespread labor disturbances. 
|Last year they s:ided with Truman 
and the Democrats. Yesterday 
they continued this support of the 
| Democrats. 

These “independents” hold the 
balance of power in almost every 
election outside the solid South. 
The 1946 elections and yesterday's 


results indicate that they are at- | 
tracted by the positive program of | 


‘the Democrats and are not to 
be frightened away by cries 
“welfare state,” “statism,” and “the 
all-powerful central government.” 


It is also unlikely that 


them are greatly impressed by 
Truman’s denunciations of “vested 
interests,” “reactionaries” and 
“selfish groups.” They usually 
cross party lines because of strong 
personalities and affirmative re- 
sults, with many of these results 
for their individual benefit. 


With the exception of 1946, the 
Republicans have failed to find a 
formula to attract this group. Yes- 
terday’s results may spur them to 
greater efforts, 


The Democrats got no big nu- 
merical reinforcements in Con-'!

By a decree of June 76, 1940, 
the Soviet worker can be im- 
prisoned from two to four 
months if he leaves his job 
without authorization. 

By the same decree, the Gov- 
ernment authorized itself to pun- 
ish workers guilty of absentee- 
ism: He is found guilty of this 
crime if he is 20 minutes late 
to work three times in one 
month or four times in two suc- 
cessive months. The maximum 
penalty is six months’ corrective 
labor at his place of employ- 
ment with a loss of one-fourth 
of his earnings. 

Workers in industries produc- 
ing military equipment (and the 
number is probably quite large) 
as well as those in railway and 
water transport are still subject 
to the decree of Dec. 26, 1941. 
If they leave their work without 
authorization, they are classified 
as deserters and imprisoned 
from five to eight years. 

At the same time, the Gov- 
ernment retains the powers of 
compulsory transfer of workers 
from one place to another “re- 
gardiess of the territorial loca- 
tion.” It assumed these powers 
by its decree of Oct. 20, 1940. 


In effect, these decrees mean 
the Soviet Government can bind 
workers to their jobs indefinitely 
or can move them any time and 
anywhere it pleases without con- 
sulting anyone. A system of labor 
books, which every worker must 
carry, facilitates Government con- 
trol over his movements. 

Living Conditions. 

The worker's living conditions 
were slightly improved after ra- 
tioning was abolished at the end 
of 1947. However, the reduction 


kilogram of butter for which he 
must now pay 57.60 rubles.

under the new, unrationed price 
schedule. Nevertheless, the worker, 
with an average monthly wage es- 
timated between 550 and _ 730 
rubles, was better off than before. 

He previously had not been able 
to get everything to which he 
was entitled on his ration card. 
Now there are greater quantities 
of foodstuffs, clothing and manu- 
factured goods, which are flowing 
into Russia from the newly ab- 


sorbed Baltic states and the east- | 


ern European countries. 
Peasant Not So Well Off. 

The peasant, who accounts for 
more than half of the laboring 
population, is not so well off. The 
reduction in food prices meant 
that he received less for the things 
he carried to the open market 
while the cost of manufactured 
goods continued to be extremely 
high. Furthermore, he is under 
constant pressure to reduce his 
private garden, on which he de- 
pends to supplement his slender 
proceeds from the collective farm. 
*Taxes on his income from his 
private plot of land have been in- 
creased. 

He is warned almost daily about 
“bourgeois tendencies” 
in his growing concern for his 


private plot and he is ordered to | 


concentrate more on working for 
the collective farm, from which 
the state takes a large share of 
the produce under a system of 
compulsory deliveries at low prices. 

The ones who profited most 
by derationing were those in the 
upper class—army officers, bu- 
reaucrats, industrial engineers, 
executives and high-paid artists 
and writers. 

Whereas the worker had to 
limit himself to rationed goods 
at lower prices, the upper class 
had been able to buy unlimited 
quantities at extremely high 
“commercial” prices (3000 rubles 
for a suit and more than 1000 
rubles for a pair of shoes). 

When this dual price system was 
abolished at the end of 1947, the 
new single-price scale was fixed 
between the two different lev- 
els, and the upper class now 
pays much less for the goods 
which it previously bought at 
the very high “commercial” 
prices. 

The working class, even after 
additional price cuts later, is not 
as well off as before the war. This 
would not be difficult to under- 
stand were it not for statements 
by Soviet officials that Russia had 
recovered its prewar production 
levels in industry and agriculture 
and that the purchasing power of 
the ruble had been doubled. 

The worker must pay about 
150 per cent more for the essen- 
tial goods he consumes than he 
did before the war in 1940, while 
his wages have been incfeased 
only 80 per cent. 

In 1940 the worker paid .85 
rubles for a kilogram of black 
bread, but he now must pay 2.70

who does not sign might be con- 
sidered disloyal to the govern- 
ment, and he wants no trouble);

Ivan Ivanovich pays only 33 
rubles monthly rent for a Single 
room of 25 square meters. He is 
much more fortunate than most 
Muscovites, who have but five 
quare meters each though they 
are legally entitled to nine square 
meters. The shortage of housing | 
is so great that it is not unusual 
for at least two families to share 
a single room. 

Four Families Share Kitchen. 

His government is proud that 
he pays such little rent and often 
advertises this to the outside 
world. Ivan, too, is happy the 
rent is so low becouse if it were 
much higher he would have to eat 
less and fall below his current 
subsistence level. 

His electricity allowance of 600 
watts daily costs 4.50 
monthly. If he exceeds the ra- 
tion, the cost is tripled, and if 
he repeatedly exceeds it, the entire 
supply is cut off. Therefore Ivan 
and his wife watch their watts 
closely. 

The Ivanovs share the kitchen 
and bathroom with three other 
families, and their share of the 
expenditure comes _ to

| electricity, cooking and heating is 


bout 56 rubles monthly. 

Like most of their country- 
men, the Ivanovs subsist largely 
on black bread, of which they 
consume as mich as two kilo- 
grams daily. The rest of the diet 
is built around the bread. They 
have liberal quantities of cab- 
bage (usually in soups), pota- 
toes, some carrots and beet 
roots, some sausage, tea and 
limited quantities of sugar. They 
use very little fresh meat, fish 
and butter, which are too ex- 
pensive, 

To sustain his family with

this limited yet filling diet, Ivan 
must spend about 500 rubles 
monthly. The family is quite 
content with its food. It has 
served the Russians for Cen- 
turies. | 

After paying his food bill and 
his household expenses, Ivan*has 
only 71 rubles left. He has still 
to pay his daily subway fare to 
and from the factory, which 
comes to more than 20 rubles 
monthly. There is practically no 
money left for clothing and other 
essentials. 

Ivan, like the average worker 
in the Soviet Union, is unable to 
maintain a dependent wife and 
child except at a dangerously low 
subsistence level. His wife, Maria, 


must work to make ends meet. 

Her government has made a 
great point in proclaiming that 
Soviet women have equal op- 
portunities to work. Maria and 
the majority of married women 
in the Soviet Union are in a po- 
sition which virtually compels 
them to accept these opportuni- 
ties in all fields of work, includ- 
ing heavy labor.

A Lawyer on the Smith Act 
Yo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The letters which you have published 
from time to time, commenting on the 
constitutionality of the act under which 
the Communists were convicted in New 
York City, have been interesting pri- 
marily as showing how readily the 
American people are prone to jump at 
conclusions, and base their arguments 
on “men of straw” whom they find it 
easy to knock down. 

Many of the letters have contended 
that by this conviction of the Commu- 
nists we are utilizing the tools of the 
Russian form of government which the 
very act aims to suppress, and then pro- 
claim that the right of free speech to 
advocate a change in our form of gov- 
ermment hes been violated. 

If what the convicted defendants had 
done was merely to advocate the over- 
throw of the government of the United 
States, no conviction could ever have 
resulted; indeed the suits would never 
have been brought. 


The Smith Act, under which these 
parties were tried, provides that one 
who wilfully advocates ... the duty, 
necessity, desirability or propriety of 
overthrowing or destroying the govern- 
ment of the United States, or of a state, 
by force or violence, or by assassina- 
tion of any official of any such govern- 
ment; or whoever prints ... any mat- 
ter with intent to cause the overthrow 
or destruction of such government by 
force or violence; or whoever organizes 
or attempts to organize any society to 
teach or advocate the overthrow or de- 
struction of such government by force 
or violence, shall be fined or imprisoned. 
It is perfectly apparent that the gist of 
the crime prohibited by the act is the 
use of force, violence or assassination to 
accomplish the overthrow of the gov- 
ernment. 


It would be surprising, indeed, to learn 
that any American citizen would legal- 
ize on constitutional grounds the right 
of anybody to advocate force, violence or 
assassination in order to promote and 
establish his own pet form of govern- 
ment. For one to object to the Smith 
Act, therefore, as contrary to principles 
Of democracy and to deplore the convic- 
tion of the Communists found guilty of 
the acts prohibited, means that he fa- 
Yors not democratic principles in at- 
tempting to change or overthrow the 
government, but insurrection and revo- 
fution such as we still witness occa- 
sionally in South American countries. 
> The American people are liberal, pa- 
fient and long-suffering with soap-box 
#rators and their Utopias, their Tqwn- 
pend Plans and welfare states and their 
“chicken in every pot,” but hospitality 
feases when these advocates fail to con- 
Tine their efforts to hot air and rec- 
ommend hot bullets.

Portents for 1950 


National Democratic leaders are welcoming 
the off-year election results as good signs for 
next year’s midterm congressional contests. They 
have reason to do just that. Much may happen 
in the next 12 months, but as of now the vot- 
ers, on the basis of the latest sampling, have 
reaffirmed what they did just a year ago. 

New York’s defeat of Senator John Foster 
Dulles by former Gov. Lehman for the seat va- 
cated by the resignation of Robert F. Wagner is 
of real significance. It means that the largest 
state in the Union, in a campaign which was 
waged along sharp pro-Administration and anti- 
Administration lines, gives new support to the 
Truman program. 

The Lehman victory is all the more notable 
in view of the fact that the election was held 
at a time when the Republican party held con- 
trol of the governorship of New York and both 
senatorships. Lehman himself was defeated for 
the Senate only three years ago, by Republican 
Irving M. Ives. Last year New York cast its 
great bloc of electoral votes for Gov. Dewey for 
the presidency. Though that was due to the 
candidacy of Henry Wallace, still the fact was 
that New York turned up in the G.O.P. column. 

Since Senator Dulles endeavored to make 
“statism” the chief issue, the conclusion is in- 
escapable that the voters are not horrified at 
the concept of a Federal Government which 
seeks to meet their welfare needs in an indus- 
trial age. When upstate New York cities such 
as Binghamton, Rome and Syracuse go Demo- 
cratic—the last-named electing a Democratic 
Mayor for the first time in 24 years—the verdict 
cannot be discounted on a labor-vote basis. 

One particularly gratifying aspect of the New 
York senatorial result is that religious prejudice 
did not rise up on any measurable scale. Mr. 
Lehman immediately came to the defense of 
Mrs. Roosevelt when she was criticized bitterly 
“anti-Catholic” by Cardinal 
Any votes lost because of his un- 
equivocal stand on church and state do not count 
for much against a majority of 200,000. 

The New York trend was duplicated as far 
away as California where John F. Shelley, pres- 
ident of the State Federation of Labor, won a San 
Francisco congressional seat occupied for years 
by a Republican, the late Richard J. Welch. In 
the other House race, a Democrat succeeded a 
Democrat in Brooklyn. 

The re-election of Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll, Re- 
publican, in New Jersey is a merited triumph 
of a progressive administrator over the remnants 
of the discredited Hague machine. The routing 
of Hague, along with the defeat of Boss Curley 
for still another term as Mayor of Boston, is 
evidence that the voters are still in the mood 
of last year when they swamped spoils machines 
in Illinois, Tennessee and other places. 

Among those Democrats who should be draw- 
ing lessons trom these off-vear decisions are the 
Democrats in Missouri. Senator Forrest Donnell 
has announced his candidacy for re-election. He 
will have the G.O.P. nomination in all probabil- 
ity without the least opposition. 

Who will oppose him on the Democratic ticket? 
Will it be a mine-run politician? Will it be 
some one under bossism’s thumb? Or will it be 
an able leader with conviction and ability to 
stand up and debate the issues of the day? 

There are portents for 1950 in these results 
—portents especially for Missouri.

Lady Astor, who never got a reputation for 
being mealy-mouthed on any subject, has now 
taken a position on sex. Briefly, she is against 
it. She says,,“I do not believe young people are 
sexy. They are perfectly natural and can take

gather that Lady Astor has some sort of idea 
that sex is unnatural. 

In opposition to Lady Astor's views we can 
think of no more authoritative words to quote 
than those of Josiah Mason Ward, who was city 
editor of the Denver Post. In “Timber Line” 
Gene Fowler teils how a cub reporter once 
brought Ward a report of scandalous goings-on. 
“Son,” Ward said, “this thing has been going on 
for thousands of years, maybe millions. You 
may write books attacking it; you may create 
plays condemning it; you may call out the 
armies of the Lord, as well as of the United 
States Government, to suppress it—but son, 
mark my word, you never will succeed in mak- 
ing it unpopular with the masses.” 

And that goes for Lady Astor, too, even 
though we regard her as one of the most inde- 
fatigable of her—if she will pardon the horrid 
word—sex. 


What Is a Child Worth? 
Presumably American Education Week, which 


this is, honors our great public school system. 
The week is also a good time to consider that 


4,000,000 children aren’t attending schoo] at all. 


Even after years of progress, the public 
schools are unable to fulfill their principal func- 
tion. This function is not education alone, but 
equality of opportunity in education, which is a 
fundamental part of our democratic system. 

Such equality has not existed for many Ameri- 
cans. Ten per cent of citizens over 25 years of 
age have had less than five years’ schooling. 
Nearly 700,000 young men were disqualified for 
service in World War II because of educational 
deficiencies. And 2,000,000 children are receiv- 
ing inadequate instruction today because their 
teachers serve on substandard certificates. 

The trouble originates in the inequality of 
wealth among the states, which in turn affects 
both the facilities for education and the quality 
of teaching. For instance, one state pays teach- 
ers an average of less than $1000 a year, though 
the national average was $2254. A study of 
1600 communities shows that two-thirds need 
more elementary schools and two-fifths need 
high schools. 

These sins of omission are reported year after 
year by the National Education Association. 
They led to the introduction in Congress of the 
bill for federal ‘aid to public schools. While the 
Senate passed the measure last May, the bill 
was held in the House by specious arguments. 

It was said that some states are not doing 
their share in education. Yet most of the 24 
states with the lowest educational expenditures 
exceed the national average in the proportion of 
their income spent on schools. 

It was argued that the aid program would cost 
$50,000,000 annually, which was too much. Even 
if the figure is correct, it represents only 1 per 
cent of the federal budget. 

It was stated that education is purely a state 
concern. Millions of citizens move from one 
state to another, without considering themselves 
to be Georgians first and Americans second. 

And it was argued that federal aid would lead 
to federal control over education. Yet-the bill 
expressly prohibited such control. 

Members of Congress now at home, taking the 


political pulse, should soon discover that their 
constituents demand better schools. They might” 
ask the question which the National Education 
Association poses: What is a school child worth? 

He is certainly worth every opportunity the 
nation can give him, for his opportunity is the 
beginning of the country’s future. 
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More Than Meets the Eye 


There is more behind the riverfront flare-up 
than meets the eye. Probably that is why Sec- 
retary of the Interior Krug and Senator Ander- 
son have decided not to come to St. Louis. No 
doubt they do not want to walk into a local row. 

But why is there a row? Mayor Darst is 
dropping dark hints about a trip to Washington 
by Luther Ely Smith and William W. Crowdus 
of the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial 
Association. Mr. Crowdus, on the other hand, 
has said that the Mayor is trying to sabotage 
the chief feature of the riverfront plan, the 
arch symbolizing the Gateway of the West. 

Yet the Mayor has written his support of the 
arch into the record. He has said that he wants 
Congress to start construction of the Saarinen 
project by stages. But Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Crowdus agree that the only way the plan can 
be carried out is in stages. So if the Mayor is 
for the arch, and if it is agreed that the work 
should be done by stages, why the argument? 

That is what the Mayor should explain—for it 
is he who has clouded the issue. Yesterday he 
again talked in the vein in which he started the 
dispute. “It is high time,” he said, “that the 
whole riverfront project be reappraised.” He 
said that he is asking for a meeting in Wash- 
ingten which, he hopes, “will present an oppor- 
tunity for a complete reassessment of the whole 
problem.” Especially worth noting is his bid 
for the presence of certain “representatives of 
business and civic groups” at this meeting. 

Would the Mayor like to tell just which “rep- 
resentatives of business and civic groups” he 
would like to see at his proposed Washington 
meeting? Would he like to tell the names of 
the “interested citizens’ to whom he has been 
taiking or from whom he has been hearing, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in connection with plans 
for the riverfront? 

The American people who own the riverfront 
site, we believe, are entitled to a full explana- 
tion of what has been going on. Until Mr. 
Darst moved in the riverfront program was 
clear. An excellent plan was chosen by an out- 
standing jury. This plan was approved by the 
National Park Service and the congressionally 
constituted National Territorial Expansion Com- 
mission. Support of congressional leaders had 
been informally assured. The worst remaining 
obstacle was the Terminal tracks. But the Mayor's 
talk of reappraisal creates the impression that 
the whole project is “up in the air.” 

There’s more here than meets the eye. 
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Secession in the ClO 

So far the CIO stands to lose at least 69,000 
members of the United Electrical Workers, 
while 108,000 have voted to remain with a new 
CIO union. This is the result of the decision to 
oust the left-wing UE. Business men would 
understand that decision in terms of an invest- 
ment with an immediate risk, but promising a 
long-run return. 

In its effort to rid itself of Communist- 
dominated unions, the CIO faced a serious in- 
ternal problem. The VE alone has about 400,000 
members. Some observers guessed that half of 
these would secede when the union lost its na- 
tional charter. Such a loss would be doubly 
severe for industrial unionism because it is 
threatened by jurisdictional raids. 

The CIO, its executive board and Philip Mur- 
ray knew the hazards of their surgery on Com- 
munism in the labor movement. But the risk 
should be apparent to everyone now, and the 
CIO's action can be recognized for the courage 
that was in it. 
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School Board and Voters 


One thing worse than the growing financial 
crisis facing St. Louis public schools has been 
the lack of public knowledge of it. The Board 
of Education has not kept the public reliably 
informed. Now, however, the board has decided 
to do what should have been done long before. 

The School Board voted, 9 to 2, to create a 
five-man committee to study the growing school 
deficit and means to meet it. This committee 
in turn is authorized to seek the advice and as- 
sistance of a committee of 100 citizens. It was 
argued that the citizens’ group would give the 
public more confidence in the Board’s work. 

Both lack of confidence and lack of informa- 
tion were reflected in the board’s last campaign 
for a school bond issue. When the voters final- 
ly learned that the School Board had misled 
them, they flatly rejected the bond proposal. 
Unfortunately, the result is a growing deficit. 
Secretary-Treasurer Wiethaupt says the Board 
spent $1,989,000 more this year than it took in. 

The new effort to find a way out of this fi- 
nancial crisis is constructive and overdue. Citi- 
zens may largely thank H. M. Stolar and Oscar 
Ehrhardt for pushing the idea of a citizens’ 
committee. The public also should know that 
the two votes to obstruct the idea came from 
Charles J. Dyer and Dr. James J. McCaffery. 

Now it seems possible not only to make a 
thorough study of school needs, but to report 
these persuasively to all St. Louisans. If the 
voters are given facts and figures, and the case 
stands up, they will respond. 
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The House Approved, 100 to 8 


On this page Monday, we printed the names 
of the 13 members of the Missouri Senate’s 
Committee on Education. We did this to inform 
our readers as to which of their State Senators 
are responsible for holding up action on the 
House-passed bill to admit Negro students to 
the University of Missouri.

Emery W. Allison of Rolla is president pro tem- 
pore of the Senate. R. Jasper Smith of Spring- 
field is minority floor leader.

Should Churches Be Tax-Exempt?

Religious and fraternal groups in his city escape $2,500,000 in 
property taxes, Milwaukee minister notes; yet they accept muni- 
of cipal services; says this violates separation of church and state: 
warns that such favoritism may seriously embarrass church some day.

Last April the Mayor of Milwaukee spoke 
to our ministerial association. Among the 
matters which he discussed was the need 
of Milwaukee and other large cities to find 
additional sources of revenue without in- 
creasing the alréady high tax rate. Fol- 
lowing that meeting, I wrote a letter to 
the Mayor suggesting that the city might 
collect some additional revenue by impos- 
ing a tax or fixed charge on churches and 
fraternal organizations for services ren- 
dered—fire and police protection, ash and 
garbage removal, and other things of that 
sort. 

The Mayor being out of the 
secretary referred my letter to the tax 
commissioner. Within a few days I re- 
ceived a reply from him in which he 
cited some tax figures for the city of Mil- 
waukee. In 1947 the total value of exempt 
property in the city was $269,805,050. Of 
this amount, $61,920,350 represented the 
value of property owned by religious and 
fraternal organizations. The total assessed 
value of all property in the same year 
was $994,290,290.

One Church Approves 


In other words, religious and fraternal 
organizations in Milwaukee owned about 
one-sixteenth, by value, of all property. 
And because these organizations are ex- 
empt from taxation, the city is deprived 
of over $2,500,000 in taxes. The commis- 
sioner took occasion to say, however, that 
he believed the principle behind tax ex- 
emption was that these organizations ren- 
dered a service to the community which 
was worth more than the taxes from which 
they were exempt. 

The two daily papers in Milwaukee 
picked up this correspondence and printed 
news items concerning it. Several days 
later I received in the mail a signed resolu- 
tion from a local Methodist church ap- 
proving the principle I had set forth and 
stating that when the city saw fit to levy 
such charges or taxes they would be ready 
and willing to pay. 

Anonymous letters and phone calls also 
came in. One woman insisted over the 
phone that I was.a Communist and should 
be deported to Russia forthwith. My owa 
official board voted to take the matter 
under consideration and give it study. 
Since that time nothing further has de- 
veloped. 


Case of a Gift Horse 


It has been my conviction from the be- 
ginning that the church has an ethical 
obligation to pay for services rendered it 
and for which otherwise the general public 
must pay. Taxation, for me, has two gen- 
eral purposes: (1) To provide the state 
with money to carry on its necessary serv- 
ices to the people under its legal jurisdic- 
tion, and (2) to bring to the attention of 
Mr, Citizen that he has a stake in the 
government. 

This leaves Mr. Citizen with the right to 
criticize the government when he so wishes. 
But he can criticize it only as a citizen. 
So long as the church to which he belongs 
receives free service from the government, 
he cannot criticize those services as a 
church member. I seem to recall some 


saying about looking a gift horse in the 
mouth. 

Perhaps more important than this prin- 
ciple is the issue raised by the Milwaukee 
tax commissioner himself. There are many 
people who will agree with him that the 
churches deserve a tax exemption because 
of the valuable services they render to 
the community. No one can deny that 
such services are valuable and none can 
put a price on them. But the argument 
is a non sequitur. 


Subsidy From the State 


The Christian Century itself answered 
the argument when, editorializing on the 
question of religious periodicals’ being ex- 
empt from increased second-class postal 
rates, it said a few weeks ago: 

“The argument is that the service 
performed by the publishers in dissemi- 
nating information and culture deserves 
this subsidy. The point is disputable... . 
But assume that the general argument 
is sound. There is still no justification 
for treating religious publications as a 
special class and giving them financial 
favors not enjoyed by other periodicals. 
. . - No subsidies from public funds for 
religious enterprises—whether churches, 
schools or publications.” 

Is not precisely the same principle ap- 
plicable in the case of church exemption 
from property tax? To the extent that 
the churches receive benefits from the 
state in the form of the free services men- 
tioned above, they are receiving a subsidy 
from the state and encroaching upon the 
principle of separation. 

When we talk about, this principle of 
separation we insist that the state should 
never grant aid directly to the church. The 
argument that has been raging in Congress 
and in the daily papers on the issue of 
whether welfare services for school chil- 
dren in pardéchial schools should be admin- 
istered by the church or by state agencies 
is an example. 


Hardship vs. Principle 


It is true that the abandonment of the 
principle of tax exemption for religious 
institutions would work great inconven- 
ience, if not hardship, on many congre- 
gations. Their taxes would be high and 
the increase in budget difficult to raise. 
But such considerations should not deter 
us from practicing righL. principles. 

If separation of church and state is a 
principle which we believe to be funda- 
mentally right, then we should commit 
ourselves to it wholeheartedly regardless 
of the consequences. Any other course is 
a compromise and will one day prove of 
great embarrassment to us when we are 
forced to fight for a principle which we 
have talked about and believed in, but 
have not practiced.

Between Book Ends 
Early Tolstoy 


CHILDHOOD, BOYHOOD AND YOUTH, by Leo Tol- 
stoy. (New York, Lear Publishers, 379 pgs., $2.75.) 
A family of Russian children, one of 

whom is later to become the nevelist Leo 

Tolstoy, are playing together in a forest 

near their father’s estate. Someone pro- 

poses the game of “Robinson,” which these 
children have invented after reading “The 

Swiss Family Robinson.” The game con- 

sists of playing at an independent existence 

in a primitive fouest. 

One of the children, enough older than 
the rest to wish to give himself airs, re- 
fuses to play; and, when coaxed by the 
rest, he does play with them, he plays 
so half-heartedly that the game is spoiled 
for the others, 

The young Tolstoy involuntarily sees the 
element of sense in his older brother’s con- 
duct; yet he is rightlv resentful. “Judging 
by the present standard, there would be 
no games. And if there are no games, what 
is left?” 

This little incident, which will remind 
us all of comparable incidents of our own 

childhood, might weil 
be taken as the au- 
thor’s credo. His be- 
lief in illusion, and 
his consummate skill 
in -voking it, are 
among the most evi- 
dent qualities of these 
early, frankly auto- 
biographical works.

For the illusion of 
which Tolstoy is the most complete master, 
is that which evokes emotion. 

Childhood pity for others is seen in his 
love for his pathetic, ridiculous tutor. It 
is balanced by the violent childish hatred 
of the pompous Frenchman who becomes 
his second tutor. There is the first childish 
love affair, treated with honest feeling 
rather than with an adult smirk. And 
there are the boyhood attachments to 
other boys. And the adolescent eagerness 
to be in love with every girl he meets; 
the irony here is so ‘ight that one just 
senses it. Understanding is more impor- 
tant than irony, sympathy than ridicule. 

Yet the ridicule is there: the silly vanity 
o° a full-fledged university student is the 
theme of the third novel. Here the hero 
is engaged in being a dandy, in snubbing 
the serious students cs too serious, and 
then desperately turning to them for help 
when the examinations become imminent. 
And his boundless grief, his efforts to 
blame someone else, wien, of course, he 
fails. 

Honesty towards the emotions, and com- 
prehension of the emotional life, so charac- 
teristic of the mature Tolstoy, are thus 
fully developed in these very early novels. 
In their own right, the three stories which 
make us this volume deserve a place on 
all but the smallest shelves of Russian 
fiction.

ASIATIC MARSHALL PLAN— 
The most significant event of Pre- 
mier Nehru’s recent visit to Wash- 
ington has just come to light. 


It was a secret Blair House con- 
fetence at which he was proposi- 
tioned ona Marshall plan for 
southeast Asia in exchange for 
certain military and economic sup- 
port against Communism. 


Participating in the potentially 
far-reaching meeting were Presi- 
dent Truman, Defense Secretary 
Louis Johnson and ECA Director 
Paul Hoffman. Secretary of State 
Acheson did not attend, but was 
fully informed. 


Purpose of the parley was not 
a surprise to Nehru. It previously 
had been discussed with him by 
Ambassador Loy Henderson, who 


before Nehru’s arrival with word 
that the latter appeared favorable 
to the plan. 


Secretary Johnson opened the 
discussion at the Blair House ses- 
sion. He outlined a Marshall plan- 
type project of three years dura- 
tion, from 1950 to 1952. In return, 
Johnson asked for certain anti- 
Communist guarantees of a mili- 
tary and economic nature. 

Hoffman declared ECA was pre- 
pared to extend industria] assist- 
ance, similar to that in Europe. 
He also stressed the “Point Four” 
program. 

President Truman indicated will- 
ingness to ask Congress for a $2,- 
500,000,000 annual appropriation 
for the project. 

Nehru listened intently, but said 
nothing. Finally, Johnson, tactful- 
ly, did a little prodding. With a 
faint smile, Nehru, in effect, made 
this reply: 

“Communism breeds only on the 
misery of people. It is an evil that 
thrives on evils. If you replace the 
inner gloom of the spirit with sun- 
shine, you cannot imprison the 
soul of any hidebound political 
philosophy.” 

The three American leaders ac- 
cepted this as meaning Nehru as- 
sented to their plan. 

Note: As a result of the Presi- 
dent’s giving him control of the 
$75,000,000 fund for military aid 
to Asia, Secretary Johnson is 
playing a leading role in formu- 
lating Far Eastern policies. Where 
the proposed $2,500,000,000 would 
come from without new taxes is 
not known. The President may be 
contemplating obtaining the money 
by cuts in next year’s ECA and 
military appropriations.

CHICAGO, Nov. 9 (AP)—You 


If you can spare it, maybe it 
would be wise to find hunting lo- 
cations. Hunters may be repaid 
many fold by getting out and con- 
\tacting land-owner friends upon 
whose acres they may shoot. De- 
laying such matters until opening 
day may result in mistakes on the 
part of the hunter and in turn add 
to’ the ever-growing list of no 
hunting signs. The Illinois quail 
season opens Friday. 

“Bright” is the word for Illinois 
pheasant hunters prospects, the 
State Conservation Department re- 
ports. The season is open from 
Nov. 11 to Nov. 25. The limit is 
two cocks. 

Word from southern Illinois re- 
ports there are more quail this 
year than there were last. But 
conditions down there could be 
better. The trouble: too many 
fox, too many housecats, and ex- 
cessive hunting. 

Game wardens récently made an 
inventory of the pheasant brood 
production, Their report was that 
this year’s hatch was better than 
average for most of the range. 

And the hunter is going to get 
another break: the fair weather 
of the last several weeks permit- 
ted the harvest of the corn and

The squirrel season will reopen 
tomorrow after being closed 10 
days, and will close Nov. 30, al- 
lowing 20 more days of hunting 
before closing up shop for the 
year. 


These 20 days should be very 
productive to the squirre) nunter 
and, no doubt, the total kill this 
year Will be far in excess of any 
Missouri season in years. There 
is reason for this. The Clark Na- 
tional Forest, the Mark Twain Na- 
tional Forest, and the land owned 
by the State of Missouri, in which 
forest fires have been minimized, 
hold the major portion of the 
answer. Nut and acorn crops on 
the grounds have not been burned 
and destroyed, and, as a result, 
food for squirrels has been plenti- 
ful. Much timber in these areas 
is reaching maturity, thereby pro- 
viding cover and, ponds have been 
constructed. When these three es- 
sentials—food, cover and water— 
are provided, abundant game is a 
foregone conclusion. 

Squirrel hunting is great sport 
and a pleasant relaxation — with 
or without a dog. :-Whether or not 
a dog is used depends greatly 
upon the time of the year. In 
early spring when the season first 
opens and mulberries are ripe, few 
hunters use a dog. They prefer 
to find: a mulberry tree and wait 
close by for the squirrels to come 
to them. Mulberries are to squir- 
rels What corned beef and cabbage 
are to Jiggs. and to locate a tree 
well-filled with mulberries is al- 
most a guarantee of bagging a 
few bushy-tails. 

About the middle of August 
when hickory nuts begin to ripen, 
the squirrel hunter shifts his af- 
fection to the hickory groves and 
for a month or so the squirrels 
change their diets to the meaty 
nuts and again a dog is unneces- 
gary. The experienced hunter will 
first examine the trees at their 
base, looking for tell-tale cuttings 
and, when he finds a tree under 
which the ground is littered with

The conference was called to an- 
nounce that 65-year-old Burt Shot- 
ton would be back as manager of 
the Dodgers next year. 

Neither Rickey nor Shotton 
would come right out and say so 
but it was learned that Raffens- 
berger is the pitcher both are 
eyeing covetously. 

Giles in Corner. 
During his recent tour of Na- 
tional League cities Rickey is said 
to have cornered Warren Giles, 
head man of the Reds, and talked 
to him about prospects of landing 
the 32-year-old mound vet. 
“I think there might be a chance 
of getting the pitcher we're after 
before the season opens next 
April,” Rickey said. He didn’t 
identify players offered in ex- 
change. At the same time he did 
not deny that the names of Catch- 
er Bruce Edwards, infielder Eddie 
Miksis and outfielders Luis Olmo 
and Tommy Brown were men- 
tioned as possible bait. 
“I think the club is good enough 
to win the pennant as it stands 
right now,” Shotton said. “How- 
ever, we're after the world series.

Pedigree doesn’t count in 
squirrel dogs and he may be a 
hound or a mutt. Up hill and down 
hill he ranges and finally the voice 
of Bugle Ann comes back to the 
hunters and helter-skelter they 
rush to the spot on the distant 
hill where the dog is announcing 
to all the world in no uncertain 
voice that Johnny Bushytail is up 
that tree—no foolin’! 

Finally you and your companion 
sights the squirrel—a quick shot— 
a clean kill—a little roughing of 
the dead squirrel by the eager dog 
—and you go on to conquer more 
hills and valleys until the western 
gun tells you that day is nearly 
done and once more a joyful day 
in the woods becomes a pleasant 
memMory.

young football plavers think of 
the punt only as a defensive weap- 
On, as an admission of being un- 
able to take the ball far enough 
under their own power, and they’re 
reluctant, therefore, to kick until] 
absolutely necessary. 

Isn’t there more time for prac- 
tice, though, on the one play that 
offers the closest thing to a 
ground-gaining guarantee, usually 
between 35 and 40 yards? 

Just as the punt is the most un- 
appreciated play in football, the 
most valuable piece of real estate 
on the gridiron is a triangular 
area, shown in the diagram below, 
that must be kept clear to avoid 
disaster—a blocked kick. 

The punt formation diagram for 
protection of a right-footed kicker 
is shown, the shaded area stand-

ing for the alley that must be 
kept clear of enemy rushers. 
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Four years under Hurry-up Yost 
and his successors, Michigan made 
capital use of the kicking game 
in its lyrical pass-punt-and-prayer 
offense, frequently booting the en- 
emy into trouble so that a short 
return kick or a fumble would 
put the Wolverines in scoring ter- 
ritory. However, the era of grid- 
iron gambling has pushed the punt 
into the background as a fourth- 
down necessity only, though the 
practice of waiting until last down 
still is dangerous deep in the ball- 
Carrying team’s territory. 

There have been some outstand- 
ing punters, going back to Pat 
O’Dea, the Australian-born Wis- 
consin wizard of the turn of the 
century. A few of the best I’ve 
seen were Vern Lewellyn of Green 
Bay, Ralph Kercheval of Brook- 
lyn, Joe Lintzenich of St. Louis U., 
Frank Carideo of Notre Dame. 
And please don’t remind me of the 
good ones we've both seen that 
I've overlooked inadvertently. 

Here Are a Few Rules. 

Some kickers are born, some are 
made, but all profit from intense 
practice. And a team that would 
make the most out of kicking 
needs to devote time (1) to devel- 
oping the punter, (2) sharpening 
his accuracy, (3) giving him ample 
protection, (4) covering his kicks 
downfield and (5), of course, 
building a defense strong enough 
to take advantage of the yards his

The constant kicking game that marked many football contests 
And as often happens when there is a swing 
from one era to another the punt has lost almost too much of its 
place in the game though its basic value is still there. 


Too many of our red-blooded |to obtain than by any other meth- 
‘od and, 


consequently, they save 
wear and tear on a team. An 
important thing to remember and 
a frame of mind to adopt if you’re 
punting, the kick necessarily does 
not stop a drive, but merely post- 
pones it. 

About the types of kicks, brief- 
ly, here’s a synopsis: 

1. High kick—Gives punting 
team chance to cover receiver, 
especially good if the kicking side 
has slow ends. 

2. Low kick—The kind to use 


when going against the wind. 

3. Out-of-bounds kick—Used to 
prevent runbacks, especially if the 
receiving team has a nimble safety 
man. 

4. Coffin-corner kicks—A color- 
ful description of those punts that 
go out of bounds inside the oppo- 


«) | 


nents’ 10-yard line. 

5. Quick kick—A surprise punt, 
usually from close-up running for- 
mation. 

6. Blocked kick—Good night; 
‘your side is in hot water! 

Personally I don’t advocate a 
strict kicking game, but seldom 
do you see a good team that isn’t 
as proficient in punting as in 
passing, running, tackling and 
blocking. I know, too, that the 
punt has paid off handsomely for 
teams I’ve coached. 

A notable example was in 1941 
when St. Louis U. played a strong 
Wichita team at Walsh Stadium 
under horrible conditions. Rain 
pelted a field already under water. 
Ball-handling was extremely risky, 
and we decided to play for a break 
by punting repeatedly on first and 
second down. 

Wichita scored early in the 
game, but Frank Brown kept do- 
ing a fine job of kicking a slip- 
pery ball for the Billikens, and 
our wait for a decisive break was 
rewarded in the fourth quarter 
just after Frank sloshed a punt 
out of bounds deep in Wichita 
territory. St. Louis blocked a re- 
turn punt, kicked the extra point 
and won, 7 to 6.

FIRST JET ENGINE 
TO SMITHSONIAN 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP) — | 
A. British first in the age of jet 


with presentation 
States of England’s original 
engine. 

In the Smithsonian Institution 
this engine—the Whittle W1xX— 
will share space with the Wright 
Brothers’ plane, the first to fly. 
Oddly enough, the Wright plane 
was returned from England just 
a year ago after a long exile. 

Sir Frank Whittle, father of the 
power-packed liitle machine, and 
one of his earliest partners in the 
project, Patrick Johnson, came 
from England to join British Am- 
bassador Sir Oliver Franks in the 
formal delivery of the gift. 

The engine was built as a spare 
for the Gloster-Whittle E-28/39, 
a plane designed to launch British 
aviation into the jet-propelled era. 
By chance, it pushed the plane 
into the air during a taxi run in 
March 1941. 

The first official jet flight was 
made two months later with the 
W1 engine, now in the Science 
Museum, London. The engines 
are identical. However, the W1X 
was the one sent to the United 
States in September 1941 for use 
in developing an engine for this 
country’s first jet plane, the Bell 
XP-59 Airacomet. 

The Germans made the first jet 
flight in 1939 with a Heinkel 178, 
but the British lay claim to the 
first “successful” jet Ilfight  be- 
cause the Nazi plane crashed on 
its second trip.

Boy, 5, Seriously Burned in Fire 


Child Is Restored After 11 Months at Chil- 
dren’s Hospital—Family Able to Pay 
for Only Part of Care. 


An account of how a 5-year-old 
boy, seriously burned after he fell 
into a rubbish fire, was saved by 
the skill of surgeons at St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital, a Community 
Chest agency, is one of the 101 
True Stories made public by the 
Chest to show how the funds it 
receives are used. The Chest’s 
current drive for funds to main- 
tain its 101 health and welfare 
agencies has been extended to 
Nov. 17. 

The boy, Lennie, fell into the 
fire in a backyard when playing 
Cowboys and Indians with some of 
his friends. Before the fire in his 
burning clothing could be smoth- 
ered by neighbors attracted by 
his screams, he had _ suffered 
burns over much of his body. If 
he were to live—to walk and play 
again—the damaged tissue would 
have to be replaced; otherwise, 


scar tissue would draw and stiffen 
his arms and legs. 


Lennie’s father, stepmother and 
friends donated skin for grafting. 
In addition, they gave blood neces- 
sary for the 38 transfusions re- 
quired to keep him alive. It was 
a long, delicate and painful proc- 
ess to restore Lennie’s damaged 
body. He was in the hospital for 
11 months. And all this cost 
money. 


Lennie had a brother and a sis- 
ter dependent upon his father and 
so the family could furnish only a 
small amount’ of the money re- 
quired for the boy’s care. But 
because of Community Chest sup- 
port, the remainder of the funds 
were available. Lennie is home 
now. He can walk normally and 
has no visible scars. He is attend- 
ing school and will grow up to be 
a normal, healthy boy.

Me S. is another homemaker who is always tired. “I 


have two young children,” she says, “I suppose, compared 

with some mothers, I might say only two—but then, one 
child takes all the time a mother has, so I don't see how 
half a dozen children can take any more time. 

“Anyhow, I have two. I have an ordinary-sized home— 
a duplex. No more work, I suppose, than millions of other 
mothers. Yet I’m always tired. I’m not doing my family or 
myself justice. There ought to be some way for a homemaker 
to get a long vacation, alone, once in a while.”

IF YOU CAN’T do that, Mrs. S.—and as a fact, it might 
not solve your problem—there are a lot of other things you 
can do. There are very few homemakers in the United States 
who are highly efficient in their work and a large proportion 
are working under extremely inefficient conditions which they 
could easily improve. Let me give you a list of some I think 
you might take into account—and it is from sociologist Robert 
G. Foster in his book, “Marriage and Family Relationships.”

HERE ARE THE IDEAS: 


1. Teach each member of the family to care for his own * 


personal possessions. If you are the kind of mother who is 
always picking up after the children, you are doing them wrong! 

2. Dovetail your jobs. You can often prepare food, for 
example, for several meals at one time. 

8. Arrange your equipment and your cupboards more 
conveniently. 

4. Standardize your work. Find out what is the best way for 
you to do any job, then always de it that way. 

5. Simplify your life. Try simpler meals, simpler service, 
fewer dishes, paper napkins, less junk around the house that 
always has to be dusted or cleaned. 

6. Plan your work better. Alternate light and heavy jobs. 
Do the hardest job first. 

7. Avoid hurry. “Don’t let yourself feel under pressure all 
the time. 

8 Have definite rest periods. During these periods lie, 
don’t sit. It takes about four times as much energy to sit 
quietly, as to lie down. Practice relaxing. 

If even one of those ideas fits your needs, Mrs. 8., you 
will be better off. Probably you can adopt several of them.

He ‘Never Trusted Roosevelt Fully’

CHAPTER 4. 


OHN L. LEWIS was the lion 
Je labor and Franklin D. Roose- 
velt was the artisan of the New 

Deal. 

They met and they parted. 

The trail through history, bor- 
dered ag it was with the inviting 
forests of: achievement and the 
challenging underbrush of ambi- 
tion, wasn’t wide enough for them 
to walk together. 

It was tragically inevitable that 
two such forceful leaders should 
clash. Both were possessed of ex- 
traordinarily aggressive personali- 
ties that would brook no opposi- 
tion. Both felt, as Roosevelt ex- 
pressed it, that they had a “ren- 
dezvous with destiny.” Each was 
impressed with his historical im- 
portance. 

‘But the two were as different 
as the broad ax is to the stiletto. 
If they had been committed to a 
philosophy or way of life, they 
might have found there a com- 
mon cause which could have 
transcended their persona] drives. 
But there was no common philoso- 
- deegamae was no philosophy at 
all. 

Questioned once on the matter, 
Roosevelt responded: 

“Philosophy I am a Christian 
and a Democrat.” 

And Lewis put it this way: 

“Iam not a Republican. I am 
not a Democrat. I am not a Fas- 
cist, Communist or Socialist.” 

Both were pragmatists. They 
operated on a realistic day-to-day 
basis, regarding the future as. a 
Vague panorama that was not to 
be considered until it became th 
present. . 

When the fight began, Lewis 
and Roosevelt slashed at each 
other on purely personal grounds. 

The bitter warfare was not in 
keeping with their humanitarian- 
ism, the usual ‘ broad sweep of 
their actions and thoughts for a 
“better society.” 

The break between them broke 
the militant surge of the labor 
movement and broke much of the 
New Deal. It was, in its way, 
the great American tragedy. 

The Lewis-Roosevelt rupture did 
not occur overnight, as many be- 
lieved. Stresses and strains, un- 
known to the genera! public, had 
weakened the relationship over a 
period of seven years, from 1938 to 
1940. 

Perhaps the break was incipient 
in the attitude which Lewis mani- 
fested even as far back as 1919. 
He was acting president of the 
United Mine Workers then and 
Samuel Gompers was president of 
the American Federation of La- 
bor. Guiding the United States 
through postwar unrest was Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson. 

Lewis himself relates the inci- 
dent: 

“I felt that here was the perfect 
opportunity to launch an organ- 
ization drive and build the ranks 
of organized labor in this coun- 


“I would have organized all of 
the unorganized coal miners 
through the South, West Virginia 
and other places, but was 
stopped when Gompers came to 
me and told me about the agree- 
ment which he had with Woodrow 
"Wilson that forbede any disturb- 
ance such as a union organizing 
drive. 

“Gompers insisted that the 
agreement be respected. When 
Gompers told me that, I must say 
to you that it chilled the very 
marrow of my bones. 

“T decided right then and there 
that I would never permit a union 
or myself to get so involved in and

so dependent upon a Federal Ad- 
ministration that in times of crisis 
the ties of loyalty and agreement 
and obligation to that Administra- 
tion would paralyze me from act- 
ing in the interests of labor. 

“The favorable opportunities for 
labor to organize are precious few 
and they cannot be waived at the 
whim of a President. Every op- 
portunity must be exploited to the 
full.” 

Later in that same year, while 
leading his first major strike with 
a shaky union organization behind 
him, Lewis bucked Presidept Wil- 
son directly and savagely. 

The President had condemned 
the strike as unlawful and unjusti- 
fiable. To Lewis, Wilson was the 
man who had cajoled and flattered 
Gompers into tying labor’s hands 
with a no-organizing-campaign 
pledge. Now this same Wilson was 
trying to tie labor’s hands on 


wage increases. 
* 
L dent Wilson's attitude as the 

“climax of a long series of at- 
tempted usurpations of executive 
power.” He refused to call off the 
strike. 

Wilson labeled Lewis a “dic- 
tator.” 

“T am an American, free-born, 
with all the pride of my heritage,” 
a hurt Lewis replied. “ I love my 
country with its institutions and 
traditions. With Abraham Lincoln 
I thank God that we have a 
country where men may : strike. 
May the power of my Government 
never be used to throttle or crush 
the efforts of the toilers to im- 
prove their materia) welfare and 
elevate the standard of their citi- 
zenship.” 

But the tough, nerveless Lewis 
had not metamorphosed as yet. 

He capitulated in that strike 
with the ringing statement: “I will 
not fight my Government, the 
greatest Government on earth.” 

Twenty-two years later the same

John L. Lewis was to fight his 
Government tooth and nail in the 
famous captive mine strike—and 
that time he won. 

So strongly did Lewis resent 
Gompers’s presidential kowtowing 
that he opposed the “old fox” for 
the top office of the AFL in 1921. 
Lewis regarded his subsequent de- 
feat as unimportant. 

“I ran against Gompers because 
a number of unions were sickened 
by Gompers’s dependency upon the 

ederal Administration. They 
could not stomach the reverent 
awe which he had in his heart 
for Presidents.” 

Three years later Gompers died 
and Lewis maneuvered his secre- 
tary-treasurer, William Green, into 
the AFL presidency. 

By the late 1920s Lewis had 
achieved a national reputation. 
President Herbert Hoover referred 
to him as a “statesman” and 
President Calvin Coolidge offered 
him the cabinet post of Secretary 
of Labor. 

Then it was 1933 and there was 
a new President in the White 
House. 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt had 
pledged a “New Deal” and pro- 
fessed a deep sympathy for labor. 
Lewis met him and appeared 
deeply impressed with his person- 
ality and statements, for it was 
Roosevelt who struck new hope 
in the nation with his unbeliev- 
able self-assurance and confidence. 

He had said, “The only thing 
we have to fear is fear itself” and 
the country had heard and raised 
its head. The times were desper- 
ate and here was a President who 
was willing to gamble, or as he 
called it, “experiment.” 

Lewis needed such a man. 
Burning with a zea] to organize 
unorganized labor forces, 
Lewis was fighting a determined 
battle for labor’s birthright—Sec- 
tion 7A of the NRA 

He pinned his hopes on Roose- 
velt’s co-operation. Lewis found,

In other words, in this person's 
view, taxes were designed to per- 
mit the government to give all 
the people certain things that 
were desirable.

distributed and not one should 
fee] that high taxes provided an 
excuse for less work.

66°F" HIS great friend of organ- 
ized labor repeatedly fought 
in a most underhanded way 
against the inclusion of Section 7A 
in the NRA and forced us to use 
all kinds of tactics, many of which 
I had a great deal of distaste for.

There were days and 
months when there was a genu- 
inely friendly feeling between the 
two men, when their behavior be- 
came almost kittenish in its sin- 


cerity. 
D riors, Lewis and Roosevelt had 
an easy sense of humor. One 
night, long after the bitter feud 
had exploded, raged and died, a 
mellow Lewis was reminiscing. 
“During the old days of 1936,” 
he said, “I remember being noti- 
fied that a gentleman wanted to 
see me who had something very 
important, very confidential to 
discuss. 


“I saw this gentleman and he 
turned out to be some kind of a 
lunatic, a crackpot who claimed to 
have discovered some sort of an 
invention with which, when you 
turned it on and aimed it in one 
direction, you could read what 
people were thinking. 

“Turn the contraption toward 
Moscow and turn the lamp on 
and, according to this man, it 
would start broadcasting al] the 
things which were going on in the 
minds of the Russian Communist 
government. 


“Well, I told this lunatic if such 
an invention were true it would 
be “a great aid to the United 
States and it was too important 
to be entrusted to any subordinate 
officers of the Government. 

“I gave him an extraordinarily 
urgent letter to the President. 

“The President immediately saw 
him and I understand that the 
lunatic took about 80 minutes of 
his time explaining his invention. 

“Then the President sent out 
orders for the FBI to pick up the 
looniest crackpot they could find. 
He gave that man a letter of in- 
troduction to me. 

“Of course, I saw the man and 
it took me almost an hour to get 
rid of him.” 

The Lewis-Roosevelt road was 
fairly smooth in 1936. It was a 
presidential year. It was also the 
year in which Lewis unleashed 
his nation-wide organizing drive 
that was to culminate in the CIO, 

Mindful that an unfriendly 
President in the White House 
might spell the doom of his dream 
of organizing the unorganized, 
Lewis gave Roosevelt his unre- 
served support. 

He campaigned with him. What 
was more important, Lewis gave 
Roosevelt much-needed financial 
assistance. The United Mine 
Workers contributed $486,288.55 
cash to the Democratic party and 
spent a nearly equal sum for the

To Win

MONG the safest possible dis- 
cards, as has been demonstra- 
ted so often, are your “players” 
—the cards you might add, if you 
wished, to your own melds. 
There are two cases in which 
you might throw away such a 
card: When the meld to which 
you might add it is not close to 
becoming a canasta; or when the 
meld is already a canasta, 


Theoretically, there is no safer 
discard than the eighth card of a 
rank in which you have completed 
a natural canasta. That accounts 
for all eight cards of that rank, 
and your opponent has no more 
chance of taking it than of taking 
a black three or wild card. 

Here is a case in which your 
side has melded kings, tens, and 
sevens, plus a canasta of fours. 
The other side hasn't gotten 
started. You draw a four, which 
gives you this hand: 


Queens, jacks and nines are 
wide open, and the pack has 
grown enough so that giving it to 
the opponents might overcome 
your early lead. The jack isn’t 
safe enough to discard, the pairs 
are your present hope of getting 
the pack (though perhaps a slim 
hope), and you have no reason to 
throw the deuce and freeze the 
pack; it’s frozen anyway. This is 
a case in which you should let the 
four go. It doesn’t reduce yéur 
chance of going out—you'll need 
a queen, nine or wild card to do 
that anyway. And, as a canasta 
player, you know that everything 
else is subordinated to the one 
pressing consideration—don't let 
them take the pack this time. By 
next time, something may turn up.

At one table, however, East was 
in a more competitive mood, and 
he not only overcalled five hearts 
with five spades, but then went to 
six spades when South boldly per- 
sisted to six hearts! 

Offhand, it would appear that 
this particular East-West pair 
should have come out “bottom on 
the board,” since East went down 
500 points at six spades doubled, 
and since South could have been 
beaten at six hearts. That, how- 
ever, was decidedly not the case— 
the vulnerable sacrifice gave East- 
West “top!” The reason for this 
remarkable outcome was _ that 
when South was permitted to play 
the hand, West naturally laid 
down the club king—and that was 
the last time either he or his part- 
ner made any lead in the deal! 
South ruffed, drew trumps, and 
then ran the entire diamond suit, 
getting rid of dummy’s spades. 


Thus, these Souths collected 210 
points in trick score and 300 for 
non-vulnerable game—and the 510- 
point total was just 10 points more 
than the lone East-West penalty! 


As a matter of incidental inter- 
est—East could have held his loss 
to one trick, 200 points, but he 
was naturally misled as to the 
situation. South opened the heart 
king, then cashed the diamond 
king, then led the heart ace. After 
ruffing, East laid down one high 
spade, but then, feeling sure that 
South could not have held two 
spades, he tried to reach dummy 
via a club to finesse for the spade 
king. Needless to say, South 
ruffed the club lead.

A hotel manager told -me that a 
barbers’ supply association held a 
convention in his hotel.

States I never would have looked 
at this book. I never went to 
church or anything, for I always 
had the idea that churches were 
dull, stuffy places. 

“*Well,’“he said, ‘ma’am, I read 
that book and all of a sudden 
something wonderful happened to 
me. I believe Jesus Christ is alive 
now just the same as He wag in 
the Bible story times, for as I 
read this book, I am sure He 
touched me. 

“Suddenly quicker than I can 
tell you about it, I felt happy in- 
side of my heart and everything 
changed. The whole world became 
different. Why, I was set free be- 
fore the American Army came. I 
was set free from myself, which 
was the greatest prison I was 
ever in.’” 

What had happened to him? 
That a tremendous change had 
taken place in him is obvious. At 
the-precise moment when his emo- 
tional and mental attitudes were 
favorable, a book able to affect his 
thoughts came into his hands. So 
a spiritual experience took place 
and everything changed. 

Another factor in the process 
by which changing your thoughts 
changes everything is the practice 
of the psychology of joy. If one 
expects to live a happy life, he 
must first practice thinking happy 
thoughts. If, as has been stated 
by wise men, our life is what our 
thoughts make of it, then follows 
naturally that a joyful existence 
is predicated upon joyful thinking. 

When Jesus Christ said, “These 
things have I spoken unto you, 
that my joy might remain in you 
and that your joy might be full,” 
He was stating a truth so potent, 
so electric, so profound that the 
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man who ignores it misses the 
greatest aid to success and hap- 
piness. 

This truth can absolutely free 
a human personality. Psychologi- 
cally we know that joy is a free- 
ing and releasing agent in the 
mind. Joy can even make you 
feel better physically. It can help 
unlock your muscles. It can re- 
lease energy. In short, it has the 
power to make you efficient, to 
get your whole personality, body, 
mind and spirit co-ordinated.

y EVER before in a period of 
N truce (for we can hardly call 
our times “peaceful”) has 
there been so great a readiness 
for sacrifice as today.

The potential for sacrifice is 
shown in two ways; one of them 
morbid and masochistic, the 
other healthy and hopeful. The 
symptom of the first kind of 
sacrifice is the submissiqgn of 
Totalitarianism of almost one- 
quarter of the earth’s peoples. 
Communism offers a_ secular 
version of the Christian doctrine 
of sacrifice. It announces that 
self-denial, purges, liquidation, 
the violence of revolution are 
needed before man can enter 
into a new kind of heaven upon 
earth. Communism has found 
many who subscribe to it—not 
because its teachings are true, 
but because men had wearied of 
the milk-and-water Liberalism 
which knew no evil wicked 
enough to condemn and no good 
high enough to be worth dying 
for.

BUT THERE ARE healthier 
signs of a yearning for sacri- 
fice: the demands of youth for 
something hard and worthwhile 
doing.
